Of  the  Intent  and  real  Advantage  of  an  Apparatus ,  in 

teaching  the  Pra&ice  of  Midwifery . 

IT  may  not,  in  this  Place,  feem  unneceilary  to  fay  fomething  on 
the  Defign  and  leal  Ufe  of  Machinery ,  or  that  Kind  of  Apparatus , 
which  is  intended  as  an  artificial  Sub, fli tut e,  for  the  real  Bodies  of 
Women  and  Children ,  on  which  to  teach  the  Art  of  Midwifery. 

In  the  practical  Part  of  Midwifery ,'  there  is  a  Kind  of  Dexterity 
required,  which  can  never  be  taught  by  Defcription nothing  but 
Pra&ice  itfelf  can  render  it  attainable,  or  adapt  the  Hand  of  the  Pupil 
to  the  eafy  and  judicious  Performance  of  the  feveral  Operations  of  this 
Art ;  which,  like  thofe  of  Surgery,  ought  firft  to  be  confined  to  the 
dead  Body. 

’Tis  true,  that  before  any  one  can  be  deem’d  a  Proficient  in  Mid¬ 
wifery ,  he  muft  have  frequent  Opportunities  of  real  Pradltce ;  but  it  is 
alfo  true,  that  living  Bodies  are  very  improper  Subjects  for  initiating 
Pupils  in  the  operative  Part  of  this  Art: — How  then  fhall  they  begin 
to  pra&ife  ?— Not  on  real  Subje&s,  to  the  manifeft  Danger  of  the 
Patient  and  the  Ruin  of  their  own  Reputation,  but  upon  artificial 

Bodies. 


Bodies ,  fo  mechanically  and  naturally  conflrudled,  as  nearly  to  cor- 
refpond  with  the  feveral  Parts  concern’d  in  Parturition. 

But  it  ought  to  be  remark’d,  that  the  bare  Name  of  an  Apparatus , 
which  is  much  eafier  obtain’d  than  the  Apparatus  itfelf,  is  not  fuf- 
ficient  to  give  it  Value-,— that  will  beft  be  known  by  examining  and 
viewing  it  comparatively  with  others ;  for.  Machines  badly  conflrudled \ 
are  fo  far  from  being  ufeful,  that  they  do  much  real  Harm ,  by  mif- 
informing  the  Judgment  of  the  Student ,  and  giving  him  a  falfe  Idea 
of  Nature  both  in  the  Touch,  Figure  and  Dijpofition  of  the  feveral 
Parts. 

This  induced  me  to  beftow  no  fmall  Labour  and  Expence  on  that 
Apparatus ,  on  which  I  propofe  to  demonflrate  the  P radii ce  of  Mid - 
wifery,  having  executed  all  the  principal  Parts  of  it  with  my  own 
Hands  ;  and  having  alfo,  for  feveral  Years  pad,  been  conftantly 
making  Alterations  and  Improvements  in  it,  from  time  to  time,  as 
upon  Trycd,  I  difcover’d  its  Defeats,  in  order  to  render  it  as  complete 
and  ufeful  as  poffible;  being  thoroughly  convinced,  that  what  is 
commonly  call’d  Machinery ,  (made  and  fold  by  Mechanics  as  it  ge¬ 
nerally  is)  would  prove  totally  ufelefs ;  for,  they  are  not  only  unac¬ 
quainted  with  the  anatomical  StruBure  of  thofe  Parts  which  it  ought  to 
referable,  but  alfo  with  the  Ufes  to  which  it  will  afterwards  be 
apply’d. 

By  the  Ufe  of  this  Apparatus ,  each  difficult  Cafe  will  be  reduced 
to  a  Demonflration ,  which  will  afford  the  Pupil fuch  folid  introductory 
Knowledge,  as  will  not  eafily  be  forgot ; — For  Inffance,  he  will  be¬ 
come  acquainted  with  the  Method  of  Touching  in  the  Time  of  La¬ 
bour ,  and  the  Information  from  thence  arifing ;  but  particularly,  he 
will  acquire  a  certain  Degree  of  Dexterity  in  the  Application  of  the 
different  Sorts  of  Jnflruments  ufed  in  difficult  Labours  and  laffly,  in 
preternatural  Cafes ,  he  will  learn  the  Method  of  turning  the  Child  with 
more  Eafe  to  himfelf  and  Safety  to  the  Mother : — Thefe  three  princi¬ 
pal  Points  of  Midwifery  are  attainable,  by  this  artificial  Kind  of  Demon¬ 
flration  on  the  Machine ,  which  may  be  look’d  upon  as  the  moft 
diredt  Road  to  pradhcal  Knowledge ,  that  can  poffibly  be  pointed  out 
for  his  Improvement  and  future  Succefs,

and  go  off. 

The  Rupture  of  the  Membranes ,  and  Evacuation  of  the  Waters 
exa&ly  imitated  by  a  Difcharge  of  Air. 

An  artificial  Demonffration  of  the  Wombs  progrefjive  Contraction 
as  the  Child  advances  in  the  Birth.
